saved Medina County farm ers more 
than $ 17,200 a year on interest alone, 
according to figures from the central 
office <>f the Farm Credit Adminis­ 
tration in Washington. 
Over *729,000 oi I a nr. debts with 
interest rates that averaged 7.0 per 
cent a year have been refinanced 
vv4111 long-term mortgage loans car­ 
rying interest rates of 5 per cent a 
year or less. 
The figures shaav that the local 
National Harm Loan Association has 
been 
i big factor in making these 
long-term mortgages available at law 
isle reft 
rates. 
The 
Association 
guar an tees loans to the Federal land 
bank. 
From May 1933, when the Farm 
Credit Administration was organized, 
to the end of last year, 170 Medina 
County fainters obtained 
$697,000 
for the specific purpose of refinanc­ 
ing old debts. 
The fe d e r a l Land Bank made 89 
first mortgage! loans and the I^and 
Bank Commissioner 153 loans. Many 
of the 
Commissioner’s loans were 
made on second mortgage security 
to ta n n e r s w*ho also obtained first 
m o r tg a g e 
loans. 
Most 
land 
bank 
loans are endorsed by associations 
ann advanced from funds obtained 
by selling farm 
loan 
bonds. 
The 
Commissioner lends from funds pro­ 
vided by the Federal Government. 
As in the past, the Federal land 
banks are making loans only on first 
mortgage 
security, 
lending 
up 
to 
about one-half oi the appraised nor­ 
mal value of the farm property. The 
Commissioner lends on 
second 
as 
well as first 
mortgage 
security in 
amounts up to 75 per cent of the 
value. 
The largest 
amount 
of a 
Commissioner loan to one farm er is 
$7,5UU. 
An act of Congress last summer 
temporarily reduced interest rate> on 
all Federal land bank loans- -old and 
new. 
Where land hank loans arc 
made through National Farm lx*an 
Associations, the rate is only 3 1-2 
per cent for all interest payable in 
the year ending Ju n e 30, 1936, and 
4 per cent a year in the two yeais 
following. 
This temporary reduction 
of interest rates on all Federal land 
hank loans is paid for by the Federal 
Government, 
which reimburses the 
banks for what otherwise would be a 
loss to them. 
Due to favorable investment m a r­ 
ket conditions when the Federal land 
hanks sold bonds recently, the banks 
can offei new* loans, at present, at 
the interest rate of 4 per cent a year 
•— the lowest at which they have ever 
lent money'. 
The statement 
from the 
Farm 
Credit Administration points out th at 
a farm er who gets a Federal land 
bank loan through the local Nation­ 
al Harm Loan Association while the 
I per cent int* rest rate lasts will not 
have to pay a higher rate during the 
entire term of the loan, which may 
be made for a period us long as 30- 
odd years. 
Harmers who are pay­ 
ing higher interest rates on short­ 
term farm mortgages, or other ac­

Observers held that the motive in 
picking Stiewer was a desire of the 
parry leaders to give the convention a 
western atmosphere at the start, with 
on especial eye to agriculture. The sen­ 
ator has been actively Identified with 
w heat growing and his home town. Port­ 
land, is a center of the northwestern 
battleground of the November elections. 
His colleague Is Senator Charles L . Mc­ 
Nary, one of the authors of the old 
McNary-IJaugen agriculture bill and by 
many regarded as a possible dark horse 
In the Presidential nomination race. 
Governor London said he was glad to 
bear Stiewer had been chosen, and It 
was believed Senator Horah also ap­ 
proved, for in many ways Stiewer lias 
proved himself liberal, and at the same 
time has upheld the Constitution and 
the American form of government. 
lie has opposed most of the New 
Heal measures, hut has not been un­ 
compromising, as he voted for such 
acta as the TV A extension, the labor 
disputes act, and the AAA amendments. 
He has been active in soldier legisla­ 
tion, Including the bonus. Ile opposed 
the work relief bill, the utilities bill, 
the tax bill and the Guffey coal bul. 
Congressman Bertrand Snell of New 
York, minority leader In the boule, 
was selected to be permanent chair- 
man of the convention, a position he 
held in the convention of 1932.
